Colonial silver and copper for use in some of my coin machines. You 
were nice to state that I should feel free to return anything I didn’t 
want.

I want to make this nuisance transaction a6 simple as possible 
for all of us. As you know, most pieces are 500 fine, some are 900 fine, 
a few 925 fine with some in between.

Perhaps the best way is for you to tell what percentage of bullion 
value you pay when you buy this foreign silver and I will add the normal 
markup used here unless you wish to suggest one.
